Prospects for this Pool are reoruted from Hussian minor ities of people 
residing in the occupied zones of Germany, ^he main sources of supply of 
proapeots come from the AbN^s various member committees idiich maintain up-to- 
date lists of indiriduals belonging to the Datloaalities of the reopeotiro 
committees. <^aother eouree of potential prospects are the IHO camps. In 
the British Zone, key officials are sometimes also British Intelligence officers,

l!he head organizer of the Pool and ohief contact man between the 
British and the rarious recruiters in the field is a professor of Oriental 
Solenees named Ven Msnde. During World ^r II, ron Mendo was connected 
with a General Restoring who was then charged with the formation of all 
foreign legions whAeWought on the side of the Germans. Gp te 1949, ron 
Meade was in direct contact with a British Intelligence officer by the name 
“^of Brown, ^he latter is reported to have been killed sometime thereafter 
in an automobile accident. Von Meade is said to be liTing in the suburbs 
of Dortmund where he o ccup ies the house which belonged in 1947 to the 
Netherlands consulate ,BR'Ue is said to make frequent trips throughout the 
British zone, Munich and Boon, 

Recruits who are aoeopted by the Pool are paid between 20 and 200 
DM per month, depending oo the calibre of the indlridual. An funds for 
maiataiaing the pool and monies paid to indlTlduals attending the Pool were 
supplied by the British, It is said, howsTor, that as of 1949 these expend- 
itures have been taken over or handled by the Bean goverameat. 

Recruits are somstlmes ohosea to attend various ^erman and Fnglish uaiversitles 
where they take such courses as Orental Sciences, history geography, eooaomios 
and political science. Indlviiduals spend eight months at tho I^ol before they 
are given assignments. Approximately 150 to 200 iadivtduals are '^graduated" 
from the Pool each year
